small children, and the pensioners who live on a barely 
marginal income. These have always been prime targets 
of pity from politicians, especially around election time, 
but little has been done. 

However, when the balance sheet is completed, one 
finds the average working man paying not only for the 
normal services provided by the government, but sup¬ 
porting his wife and family, and about six other people. 
He contributes to family allowances, even though his 
own children are grown and gone; he aids in all the wel¬ 
fare schemes such as old age security, the taxes which 
support the homes for the aged, orphans and unwed 
mothers. He donates, as his conscience dictates, to the 
canvassers for heart, cancer and a dozen or more volun- 
- tary health organizations. He coughs up vast sums for 
education, whether he has children or not. 

It is not a question of whether the working man is 
being fairly treated - it is simply a matter of how much 
; he can continue to pay. A guaranteed annual income 
would be fine for those who cannot do anything to help 
themselves, but it sounds like a pretty soft system for 
those who like to take it easy by natural inclination. 


It Will Bear Watching 

It will be interesting to keep an eye on the unfolding 
story of the addition to the Canadian Navy. Four heli¬ 
copter-carrying destroyers are being added, said to be 
the most advanced vessels of their kind under construc¬ 
tion anywhere. They will undoubtedly be able to combat, 
in case of need, the fleet of Russian submarines. 

To date, the story has a familiar ring. The contracts 
were signed in April, 1968. 

The ships are being built at two shipyards in Quebec. 

The original dates for commissioning the ships have 
already been postponed a year. 

The companies bid too low and it was necessary for 
the government to step in to prevent them going broke. 

The government also changed some of the specifi¬ 
cations - at extra cost, of course. 

At present, the ceiling has been raised from $225 
million to $250 million, slightly more than 11 per cent. 
These are figures to keep an eye on. The ships are far 
from completion - the hulls of two have been launched. 

The navy's experimental hydrofoil is being tested off 
Halifax. Its ceiling has been raised from $50 million to 
$52.2 million, over five times the original estimate. *

LEGISLATURE REPORT

Legislation implementing a com¬ 
pulsory auto insurance scheme for 
Alberta, with a board to review 
insurance rates, will take effect in 
the province April 1, 1972. 

The auto insurance bills now be¬ 
fore the Legislature will make it 
mandatory for every vehicle owner 
to carry a maximum of $35,000 pub¬ 
lic liability and property damage. 
The scheme is virtually the same 
as that recommended a year ago 
by an all-party committee studying 
auto insurance. 

The plan has limited no-fault 
provisions which will pay death 
and accident benefits to a maxi¬ 
mum of about $10,000 immediately 
after the accident regardless of 
who was to blame for the acci¬ 
dent. The death aqd accident ben¬ 
efits are designed to ensure those 
people affected by an accident will 
receive immediate payment to 
meet financial necessities but they 
will not affeqt the possibility of 
future court actions for additional 
damages. 

The Alberta Automobile Insur¬ 
ance Board is also created in the 
legislation to review the rates 
charged by insurance companies 
for the compulsory package. All 
insurers will be required to file a 
complete set of rates as of April 
1, 1971 and then early next year 
again file the rates they intend to 
charge pnder the compulsory 
scheme. 


The initial rates and any chan¬ 
ges in the rates must be approved 
by the board, which is also allowed 
to investigate any aspect of auto 
insurance. 

The mandatory scheme will do 
away with the $20 green card 
which uninsured drivers can now 
buy. The green card provides no 
insurance coverage but represents 
instead a contribution to the Un¬ 
satisfied Judgement Fund for acci¬ 
dents involving uninsured drivers. 

Highways and Transport Minis¬ 
ter Gordon Taylor said the govern¬ 
ment will rely on stiff fines — 
ly $250 for the first offence — on 
uninsured drivers to make sure 
the compulsory scheme succeeds. 
Other jurisdictions which have 
tried compulsory insurance have 
been plagued with enforcement pro¬ 
blems when drivers cancel their 
policies or allow them to expire. 

The compulsory scheme is not 
a major issue between the two 
major parties because it leaves in¬ 
surance sales in the hands of pri¬ 
vate operators. A similar scheme 
in Manitoba last year met heavy 
opposition because it set-up a 
government-run insurance industry. 

Non-returnable soft drink bottles 
and cans are the target of another 
government bill given first read¬ 
ing last week. The legislation for¬ 
ces retailers to refund a two-cent 
deposit on non-returnable bottles 
See LEGISLATURE . . .

OTTAWA REPORTS

The economy of Western Canada 
has moved well beyond its former 
dependence of wheat and other 
grains. But despite rapid indust¬ 
rialization and diversification of 
the economy, few citizens of the 
Prairie Province can escape tot¬ 
ally from the impact which the 
grain trade makes on this region 
of Canada. 

Because experience has demon¬ 
strated that a health grain indust¬ 
ry is essential to tJhe western econ¬ 
omy, the government has formu¬ 
lated a plan to stabilize the incomes 
of prairie grain farmers. 

The Honorable Otto Lang, Mini¬ 
ster responsible for the Canadian 
Wheat Board has announced the 
formula for this new endeavour. 

The objective of this plan is to 
protect the prairie farmer and the 
economy of the prairie provinces 
which rely so heavily upon him for 
the extreme fluctuations in cash 
receipts from grains which result 
from volatile and unpredictable 
world market conditions. 

By providing a Stabilization Pro¬ 
gram the government will substan¬ 
tially reduce the adverse effects 
flowing from the unpredictability 
of the market. In addition the 
government's contribution to the 
program, which it is anticipated 
will average about $40 million per 
year initially and increase gradu¬ 
ally as total sales increase, will as¬ 
sist Canadian producers to a lim¬ 
ited extent to meet the competition 
of highly subsidized production 
from other * ‘ ’ 


The Prairie Grain Stabilization 
Plan would pay to grain farmers 
who hold Canada Wheat Board 
permit books in the year for which 
payment is made, an amount 
equal to the difference between 
total eligible farm cash receipts 
for that crop year and the average 
of such receipts for the preceding 
five years. 

The effect of the plan would be 
to eliminate the great fluctuations 
in cash receipts experience* by 
grain growers. It will result in a 
more even flow of funds into the 
western economy. 

As an initial step to please in 
the new program, a payment of 
$100 million will be made to prairie 
farmers this summer. This amount 
will certainly be a welcome boost 
to all business in the West. 

In addition to the stabilizing 
effect on the economy as a whole 
the grain plan is important to 
other producers. Livestock pro¬ 
ducers, whether hogs, poultry or 
cattle, will find that in future when 
marketing conditions are bad for 
grain there will be much less of 
a tendency for grain farmers to 
move into livestock production as 
a means of disposing of their un¬ 
marketable grain. The cash which 
they will receive from the Stabili¬ 
zation Plan will remove from the 
grain grower the kind of extreme 
financial pressure he was under in 
the past two years and permit him 
to hold his stocks until the mar¬ 
kets improve. 

The plan in itself goes a long 
way towards the realization of the 
long-sought Agriculture policy in 
Canada.

WAYS WITH HONEY 


Honey has been a favorite sweet

cause the sugars are in an easily 
digestible form. 

Most of the honey on the retail 
market is sold in liquid or creamed 
form. 

Pasteurized honey may be either 
liquid or creamed honey that has 
been heated or “pasteurized” to 
destroy the yeasts that might 
cause the honey to ferment. Pas¬ 
teurizing does net affect the quality 
of the honey and it will keep al¬ 
most indefinitely. It is labelled 
“pasteurized”. 

Honey is sold in various size 
containers from 8 oz. to 8 pounds. 
It is more economical to buy in 
large containers. 

COLOR AND FLAVOR 
Honey varies in color, flavor and 
aroma depending on the kind of 
flowers from which the bees have 
gathered the nectar. As a rule, the 
lighter the honey, the milder the 
flavor. Clover honey is white and 
mild, While buckwheat honey is 
dark and strong. Honey may be a 
blend of several flavors. The color 
classes are: White, Golden, Amber 
and Dark. The color is stated on 
the label. 

GRADES 

Liquid and creamed honey are 
graded according to quality. The 
grade most generally available in 
retail stores is Canada No. 1 (or 
No. 1 within some provinces). 
There are two other grades, Can¬ 
ada No. 2 and Canada No. 3 (or 
No. 2 or No. 3) but these are 
usually used for commercial pur¬ 
poses. 

Graded honey must be free 
from foreign material and meet 
standards for moisture, uniformity 
of color, clearness and flavor. 
Creamed honey must have a fine 
texture with a complete and uni¬ 
form granulation. 

STORING 

Honey is best stored at room 
temperature in a dry place. High 
temperatures may cause the honey 
to darken. Creamed honey will 
change in texture when stored in 
a hot room and in this case is 
best refrigerated. Honey when well 
sealed may be stored almost in¬ 
definitely in the freezer without 
any changes occuiing in flavor or

USE IN COOKING AND BAKING 

Honey may be used in place of 
sugar in many recipes but the 
amount of liquid must be reduced. 
One cup of honey may replace one 
cup of sugar but the liquid should 
be cut by one quarter. In a plain 
cake recipe, honey may be sub¬ 
stituted for one half the sugar. 
Some baked foods made with hon¬ 
ey may brown more quickly than 
those made with sugar and the 
oven temperature should be slight¬ 
ly lowered, (about 25°) ( 

Darker honeys give a distinc¬ 
tive flavor to muffins, breads and 
bars. To liquify honey, place con- { 
tainer over warm water. Honey 
is easy to measure if you first 
warm the cup or spoon by holding 
it under warm water. A cup of 
honey weighs 12 ounces. A pound 
of honey measures 11/3 cups. 

Here are some ideas on how 
you can use honey: 

** Add to a cake mix for better 
texture and flavor. 1 tablespoon 
of honey will enhance your fav¬ 
orite cake mix. The cake will stay 
fresher longer too. 

** Freeze fruit in a honey syrup. 
Prepare a light syrup by bringing 
4 cups of water to a boil, remove 
from heat and stir in 1 >4 cups of 
honey. For a medium syrup stir in 
2 cups of honey. Fruits frozen in 
a honey syrup will not darken or 
discolor. No need to use Vitamin 
C or ascorbic add. You can pre¬ 
pare honey syrup in quantity and 
store in refrigerator ready for use. 

** Honey-butter spread is made 
by combining equal amounts of 
honey and butter. Store honey-but¬ 
ter in the refrigerator ready for
